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Leaders revisit the Chavez legacy

In the darkness of the mor- 
ning of Saturday, May 12tha sleepy 
group of “pilgrims” entered a large 
chartered bus in East San Jose; 
“muy madrugada” as they say. 

Hosted by Mayor Chuck Reed 
and guided by Deacon Sal Alvarez, 
the journey was to the resting place 
of the legendary labor leader, César 
Chávez at Nuestra Señora Reina de 
la Paz in Keene, California near 
Bakersfield. The National Chávez 
Center is also the home to several 
Chávez family members: his wife 
Helen, brother Richard and his 
wife Dolores Huerta, his son Paul 
Chávez, grandkids and others. 

The participants were honored 
by the invitation, but the ‘veterans’ 
on board were curious about this 
pilgrimage in search of inspiration 
and renewal to continue the difficult 
work of community building and 
service. The youth on board were 
dedicated to active and positive 
change through nonviolence and 
civic engagement. 

Included in the unusual mix of 
pilgrims were Vice Mayor David 
Cortese, his wife Patty, and his aide, 
Michelle Pelayo; County Supervisor 
Blanca Alvarado and her daughter 
Teresa, President of the Hispanic 
Foundation; Judge Katherine Lu- 
cero and San Jose Police Chief 
Rob Davis. 

Also present were student

leaders from the National Hispanic 
University, Evergreen and San Jose 
City Colleges, who sat in the back 
of the bus and watched elders and 
an older generation of community 
activists climb into the bus and greet 
each other enthusiastically, as if 
entering a high school reunion. 
And it was a reunion of sorts. 
As the bus traveled the highway 


and the light of dawn cut through 
the heavy morning clouds, Deacon 
Alvarez began a three-hour dialogue 
on the life and the close friends of 
César Chávez; several of whom 
were seated in the bus. 

Also taking the ride was Mon- 
signor Eugene Boyle, whose pres- 
ence at key moments of change 
in the farm worker movement is 


renowned. Although he is now a 
Monsignor, better known through 
the years as ‘Father’ Boyle, he was 
César’s and the Union’s advocate 
priest during all the civil rights 
movement since the 50’s. 

Boyle took the microphone and 
spoke of the early civil rights move-

Continuar con sus estudios y 
asistir a la universidad es el sueño 
de miles de estudiantes indocumen- 
tados que podría hacerse realidad si 
una propuesta de ley en California 
sigue con tan buen pie como hasta 
ahora. 

Una propuesta de ley busca 
ofrecer a estudiantes indocumen- 
tados que se hayan graduado de la 
secundaria en California la opor- 
tunidad de solicitar y competir 
abiertamente para recibir becas 
estatales y recibir ayuda financiera 
para estudios superiores. 

La medida SB 160, del Senador 
Gil Cedillo, fue aprobada en el Co- 
mité Fiscal del Senado esta semana 
con cinco votos a favor y dos en 
contra. Dos senadores hispanos, el 
republicano Abel Maldonado y la 
demócrata Gloria Romero, se abstu- 
vieron de votar. Ahora, se dirige al 
pleno del Senado donde se espera 
que se discutida en junio. 

El Senador Cedillo puntualizó 
la importancia de aprobar la medida, 


sobre todo, en momentos en que se 
discute la necesidad de una reforma 
migratoria integral. 

“Lo que esta medida busca 
hacer es asegurar que California 
cultive una fuerza laboral capa- 
citada y preparada, para así nosotros 
aumentar nuestra competitividad 
como estado a nivel mundial”, dijo 
el legislador demócrata de Los 
Angeles. 

La SB 160 es una ampliación 
a la ley AB 540 del fallecido asam- 
bleísta Marco Firebaugh, la cual 
permite que estudiantes indocumen- 
tados que hayan asistido a alguna 
preparatoria dentro de California 
un mínimo de tres años y recibido 
su diploma de graduación puedan 
pagar las tarifas de las colegiaturas 
estatales en los sistemas universita- 
rios públicos, así como los colegios 
comunitarios. 

Aún así, el costo sigue siendo 
elevado, y muchos no pueden 
asumirlos.

San José, CA — El Depar- 
tamento de Rentas del Condado 
(DOR) publicó este mes una lista 
de aproximadamente 1,400 nombres 
de dueños potenciales de un total 
de $400,000 en dinero sin reclamar 
depositado en el Condado de Santa 
Clara. La suma proviene de una 
variedad de orígenes, como multas, 
tarifas y restitución otorgada a 
víctimas de crímenes. Usted puede 
obtener la lista en www.sccgov.org 
en la categoría de “Hot Items”, al 
centro de la página. 

El dinero está disponible a 
través del Departamento de Rentas 
DOR por diferentes razones, que 
incluyen sobre pagos, ajustes en 
costos, O pagos en restitución a 
víctimas por parte de alguien ha- 
llado culpable, cuando la víctima ha 
cambiado de domicilio y su nueva 
dirección no está disponible. El 
correo que no puede entregarse trae 
como consecuencia la interrupción 
de pagos y depósitos para los cuales 
no hay cargos relacionados con el 
servicio. El Departamento de Rentas 
intenta ubicar a los propietarios a 
través del correo o llamadas, pero en 
muchos casos no puede localizarlos 
porque la información que tienen es 
limitada. 

“Nuestro departamento recauda 


dinero de servicios otorgados por 
muchos departamentos del Con- 
dado y para la Corte Superior, 
indicó Susan Ping Wong, Directora 
de Recaudación de Ingresos.“Es 
muy importante que residentes 
que tienen cuentas con nosotros 
siempre mantengan su información 
actualizada”. 

Residentes que creen tener un 
reembolso pendiente en pagos de 
restitución, basados en los nombres 
de la lista, deben contactar el De- 
partamento de Rentas al (408) 282- 
3157 para obtener un formulario de 
solicitud de retorno monetario. El 
formulario debe incluir el nombre, 
dirección y suma que se le debe al 
solicitante, y una justificación por la 
cual el solicitante cree que se le debe 
este pago. Además los residentes 
deben proporcionar un documento 
de identificación válido cuando 
entregan su formulario. 

El plazo para entregar las so- 
licitudes de devolución del dinero 
se vence el 29 de junio de 2007. 
El dinero no reclamado que actual-

Anuncian campaña contra la 
desaparición y secuestros de menores 


El Centro Nacional de Menores 
Desaparecidos y Explotados (NC- 
MEC, en inglés) pone en marcha 
este mes la campaña de seguridad 
infantil “Toma 25” para que los 
padres dediquen tiempo a hablar 
con sus hijos sobre su seguridad 
personal. 

La campaña, que tiene como 
objetivo disminuir el alarmante 
número de desapariciones de niños 
en EE.UU., coincide con el Día Na- 
cional de los Niños Desaparecidos 
y Explotados, que se conmemora 
el próximo 25 de mayo. Cada año, 
se reportan cerca de 800,000 casos 
de niños desaparecidos en el país, 
de los cuales 164,000 son hispanos 
(aproximadamente el 21%). 

Muchos de. estos menores se 
fugan voluntariamente, pero otros 
son secuestrados, ya sea por algún 
extraño o por algún miembro de la 
familia. 

“La mayoría de los casos son 
fugas de niños que vuelven al poco 
tiempo. Lamentablemente, hay 
todavía muchos que no vuelven 
porque se juntan con las perso- 
nas equivocadas”, dijo Guillermo 
Galarza, portavoz del Centro Na- 
cional para Niños Desaparecidos 
y Explotados. Según el NCMEC, 


cerca de 58,000 niños son secuestra 


dos anualmente por extraños, de los 
cuales 13,300 hispanos. 

“La motivación primordial de 
este tipo de secuestros es el abuso 
sexual o la explotación infantil, por 
eso son los más serios”, explicó 
Galarza.

La educación vio un aumento 
en su presupuesto, llegando ahora a 
más de $45,000 millones de dólares 
para los grados de primaria al duo- 
décimo grado, mientras que los co- 
legios comunitarios y universidades 
recibirán unos $15,000 millones 
de dólares. Específicamente, el 
Gobernador Schwarzenegger pro-

“Aplaudo las inversiones que 
el Gobernador propone, especial- 
mente en las carreras técnicas y 
ayuda en las preparatorias. Es de 
suma importancia que preparemos a 
nuestros estudiantes para el futuro, 
y no limitar sus opciones”, dijo 
el Superintendente de Instrucción 
Pública, Jack O'Connell. 

Pero no todos los programas 
corrieron la misma suerte. 

El plan de gasto del Goberna- 
dor también incluye reducciones 
de $42.8 millones de dólares a las 


becas Cal Grant. Así mismo, el plan 
del Gobernador continúa pidiendo 
una reducción de $465 millones 
de dólares a los pagos que reciben 
los menores de edad de programas 
de asistencia pública, si es que los 
padres de estos no.se incorporan a 
la fuerza laboral. 

También se está proponiendo 
eliminar un aumento en el costo de 
vida de pagos que reciben personas 
incapacitadas, ciegas, o de edad 
avanzada, por medio del programa 
SSI/SSP, ahorrando al estado unos 
$184.7 millones de dólares el 
próximo año fiscal, y. unos $369.5 
millones para futuros afios. 

La respuesta de los demócratas 
a estos recortes fue poco cordial y 
receptiva, con el líder de la Asam- 
blea Fabián Núñez calificando el 
plan actualizado del Gobernador 
como “injusto y mal intencionado”. 
“Este presupuesto castiga a las fa- 
milias de la clase media y de bajos 
ingresos con el Gobernador quitan-

do ayuda a los niños y personas 
más nécesitadas, a favor de pagar 
alos inversionistas en Wall Street”, 
afirmó Núñez. El demócrata de Los 
Ángeles añadió que el Gobernador 
está siendo incongruente en cuanto a 
los recortes al transporte público. 
El Gobernador está propo- 
niendo re-asignar $1,300 millones 
de dólares del presupuesto de 


transporte para uso en otros pro- 
gramas. Junto con los recortes, el 
Gobernador está proponiendo ‘sus- 
nder el Acta de Williamson, unos 
40 millones de dólares anuales 
en ayuda a granjeros, re-asignar el 
uso de fondos de los impuestos a 
la gasolina y dinero proveniente de 
la venta de productos tabacaleros 
($600 millones), y otras maniobras 


fiscales, para asegurar un futuro 
fiscal más estable. 

Anticipando un descenso en las 
entradas fiscales del próximo año, y 
queriendo no sólo apretar las rien- 
das del gasto estatal, sino también 


asegurar ingresos fiscales más fijos

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Republicanos y demócratas llegan a un acuerdo migratorio

El Congreso y la Casa Blanca 
acordaron el marco de una reforma 
migratoria integral que fortalece 
la seguridad fronteriza y abre una 
vía para la legalización de quienes 
entraron ilegalmente a los Estados 
Unidos antes de enero de 2007. 

El acuerdo, anunciado luego de 
tres meses de negociaciones entre 
demócratas, republicanos y la Casa 
Blanca, será la base del debate sobre 
el plan de reforma que comenzará el 
próximo lunes en el Senado. 

El plan cuenta con la venia del 
Presidente George W. Bush, quien 
dijo, desde los jardines de la Casa 
Blanca, que está “ansioso” de firmar 
una reforma lo antes posible. En su 
opinión, el plan “crearía un sistema 
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de inmigración seguro, productivo, 
ordenado y justo”. 

Durante una rueda de prensa, 
los principales negociadores del 
pacto, de más de 300 páginas, in- 
sistieron en que no se trata de una 
“amnistía” y que el debate permitirá 
la discusión de enmiendas. 

El Senado prevé dedicarse casi 
exclusivamente al asunto durante al 
menos dos semanas. Cualquier ver- 
sión que salga del Senado tendrá que 
ser armonizada con la que apruebe 
la Cámara de Representantes. 

Los legisladores dejaron claro 
que quieren evitar los errores de la 
reforma de 1986 que no frenó la 
inmigración ilegal hacia EE.UU. 

“Este plan no es perfecto pero 
es un proyecto de ley sólido y 
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una solución que vale la pena”, 
dijo el Senador Edward Kennedy, 
demócrata por Massachusetts.. 

El senador republicano (Ari- 
zona) y aspirante presidencial John 
McCain afirmó que con este acuerdo 
el mensaje para los empleadores es 


que el gobierno no tolerará más la - 


contratación de inmigrantes clan- 
destinos. 

Demócratas y republicanos, así 
como los secretarios de Comercio, 
Carlos Gutiérrez, y de Seguridad 
Nacional, Michael Chertoff, co- 
incidieron en que aunque será un 
proyecto muy difícil de negociar, 


2007 es el año del “ahora o nunca” 


para la reforma, ya que el próximo 
año se realizarán elecciones presi- 
denciales.

Leon went on to say that small 
businesses not only keep Arizona’s 
economy afloat, but also that of the 
entire country. 
“It's working people who pay 
taxes. Many people say that un- 
documented people don’t pay taxes. 
That’s more ignorance because they 
are paying,” he emphasized. 
Leon said that immigrants

Brasilia (EFE) — President 
Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva said 
Tuesday that he opposes changing 
Brazil's constitution to allow him 
to seek a third consecutive term in 
2010 and quipped that by the time 
the 2014 election rolls around, he 
will be “taking care of grandchil- 
dren.” 

In only his second press confer- 
ence since taking office in January 


2003, Lula sought to throw cold wa- 
ter on talk of modifying presidential 
term limits. 

“I don't play around with de- 
mocracy,” the president said, adding 
that it would be unwise for Congress 
to propose a change like that. 

He recalled that, although he 
was re-elected last year for another 
four years, he has always opposed 
consecutive terms and believes 
that reform should lengthen the 


presidential term from four years 


to five while banning immediate 


re-election. 


Opposed to the tendencies _ 


toward re-election and power in per- 
petuity that exist in Latin America, 
he also ruled out running for presi- 
dent in 2014. 

“Only if I were to have five 
minutes of madness,” Lula said, 
adding that by that time he plans 
to be “taking care of the family, 
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Lula hails Brazil's “magic” moment, but rules out third term

of my grandchildren, and giving 
speeches.” 

_ Nonetheless, he said that he 
wants to participate fully in the 
2010 campaign and “cultivate a 
successor” who will carry on with 
all the plans he has initiated during 
his presidency, above all in the so- 
cial area, which he described as the 
country’s “most progressive.” 

In politics, he valued the unity 
of the truly diverse government 
coalition that he has forged with 


parties from across the ideological * 


spectrum, and said that past disputes 
have been replaced with the will to 
work for the future. 

In the economic field, he said 
that Brazil has never had such a 
positive run of growth with low 
inflation, increased exports, more 
jobs, and a solid, guaranteed inter- 
national credibility. 

As for the continued rise of 
the Brazilian real against the dol- 
lar, Lula said it was caused by the 
weakening of the United States 
currency worldwide and also by 
the consolidation of a successful 
economic model. 

He gave assurances that do- 
mestic interest rates, which have 
fallen over the past few years but 
remain high at 10 percent, will keep 
dropping, and also that the govern- 
ment will try to resolve the plight of 
exporters hurt by the soaring value 
of the real by stimulating greater 
competitivity through moderniza- 
tion. 
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Nonetheless, he warned that 
“no one should expect miracles,” as 
his government plans to maintain a 
floating exchange rate. 

Lula again mentioned his gov- 
ernment’s strong bet on biofuels, 
before which “the world will bend,” 
and said the time has come to “hu- 
manize” working conditions on 
sugar plantations that are the basis 
of Brazil’s ethanol boom, but where 
complaints of slave labor have been 
voiced. 

The president also acknow- 
ledged the problem of crime, parti- 
cularly in Brazil’s most emblematic 
city and top tourist destination, Rio 
de Janeiro. 

Since the end of last year, 
Rio has been rocked by a. wave of 
violence unleashed by drug traf- 
fickers. 

Despite the reinforcements 
provided by the FNS, the violence 
continues in Rio de Janeiro, with of- 
ficial figures showing nearly 1,000 
murders so far this year. 

At Tuesday’s session with 
reporters, Lula did not offer any 
specifics about how his government 
plans to address the violence. 

“However much we do, it will 
take a long time (to fix the situation), 
since it is associated with social 
problems,” he said, while promis-

Driven by a hunger for a suc- 
cessful playoff rebirth the Golden 
State Warriors approached each 
game leading up to the playoffs 
with an insatiable desire for respect, 
recognition and the sweet taste of 
victory.

Mullin also initiated a trade that 
brought a more hardnosed squad 
with the additions of Al Harrington, 
Stephen Jackson, and Santa Clara 
native, Matt Barnes.
